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HERRNHUT MEETING ‘ 
of the \ 
International Missimary Council | 
June 23rd -— July 4th 
The Committee of the International Missionary Council of which 
Dr John 2 Mott is Chairman and A.L.Warnshuis is Secretary in New York, is 
meeting in Herrnhut, Germany from June e3rd to July 4th. This Committee is 
the interim body of the Council and meets every two or three years in the 
periods that intervene between the meetings of the full Council. The last 
meeting of this Council was held in Jerusalem in 1928, In 1929 the Committee 
met at Williamstown, Massachusetts. 


The Committee is composed of fifty delegates chosen by the national 
church and missionary bodies constituting the Council with the addition of 
ten coopted members. At the Herrnhut Meeting, delegations are assured from 
North America, Great Britain, the Huropean Continent, Japan, Korea, China, 
India, Siam, Philippine Islands, Egypt, Congo, South Africa, and Mexico. 

Only the delegates from Australia and New Zealand will be absent. The 
delegates from North america are Dr A.B. Armstrong, Secretary of the Board of 
Foreizn Missions of the United Church of Canada, Miss Helen Calder, Secretary 
of the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, Dr Ralph E. 
Diffendorfer, Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Dr James fi. Franklin, Secretary of the American Baptist 
Foreign Missionary Society, Miss Sarah S. Lyon, Secretary of the Foreign 
Division of the National Board of the Y.W.C.A., Hon. N.W.Rowell of Canada, Sia 
Professor Kenneth S Latourette of Yale University, Miss Florence Tyler, 
Secretary of the Federation of Woman's Boards of Foreign Missions and 

Mr Leslie Moss, Secretary of the Foreign Missions Conference of North America. 


The meeting is held in Herrnhut by the invitation of the German mission- 
ary societies, Herrnhut has been chosen because it is the birthplace of the 
Moravian Brotherhood, which this year is celebrating its bi-centenary. The 
program of the meeting is naturally inclusive not only of the administration 
work of the Council but especially of the challenging problems and oppor- 
tunities that face the worldwide expansion of the Christian Church in these days. 

Worldwide cooperative Christian work among the Protestant churches of 
the world touch many areas of activity such as religious education, Christian 
literature, work in rural areas and problems relating to religious and 
missionary freedom. The relationships between the older churches of the West 
and the young churches which are the outgrowth of missionary work is of 
increasing importance. 


The work of the International Missionary Council does not touch on 
questions of doctrine. The primary functions of the Council are to stimulate 
hinking and investigation on questions related to the mission and expansion 
of Christianity in all the world, to enlist in the solution of these questions 

the best kmowledge and experience to be found in all countries and to make 
the results available for all who share in the missionary work of the 
churches; and secondly, to help to co-ordinate the activities of the national 
missionary organizations and Christian councils of the different countries, 
and to bring about united action where necessary in missionary matters,

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Deducting the $1,700 allocated as in note (e), from the total proposed budget of $40,000, the 
balance, $8,300 is then divided proportionately tc the average annual expenditures of the 
remaining countries. 


The result of this suggested division will not produce an income of $40,000, as will be seen by a 
comparison of the payments made in 1931 with the suggested shares. Note especially Australia, 
Latin America, New Zealand, and South Africa. Note also that for all the other countries, the 
suggested shares are less than each actually paid in 1951. The resuit of this division would be 
an income of about 35,000, instead of the ~o7,017 actually received in 1931. The division sug— 
gested in Column K, if accepted, would produce $40,000. This suggested plan proposes to ask the 
countries named in note (e) to give a total of ~l,700, and asks the other countries to give $3,300, 
divided proportionately, in addition to the shares shown in Golumn H. The difference is shown 

by comparing the amounts for each country as shown in Golums #
